Watts aüd Kolb Withdrai and 
tbe Figbt Narrows to 


Pngb and Seay. 
- ‘ 


All Df Watts’ VetBS Save 6p8, and 
Two-Thirds of Kolb’s Bo 
to Sonator Pugh. 


True Inside Facts of the Whole Af­ 
fair—How the Greatest Filil- 
buiter In the History of 
Alabama’s . Politics 
Collapsed. 


Montgomery Advertiser, Nov. 25. 
The battle is over and Senator Pugh 
is re-elected. 
The caucus did not settle it. The 
thing got to a point where the As­ 
sembly would not wait even one day 
more to conclude the matter. Mem­ 
bers would not wait until a caucus 
last night night to select a nominee, 
for whom all would have voted on 
joint official balR)t,J;oday. They got 
in the humor to finish the job, and 
th.-y proceeded'Vó'~do it at the first 
opportunity, the official joint ballot 
yesterday. 
When the two Houses met in the 
morning the air was full of rumors. 
It was said that the names of both 
Watts and Kolb would he withdrawn 
before the official ballot in joint ses­ 
sion. This meant bringing down the 
fight to “brass itacks,” as the slang 
goes, that the teal issue would be 
joined between the two main candi­ 
dates, Pugh and -Seay. This meant 
business, and necessarily a nomina­ 
tion, for one of the two yvas obliged 
to get a majority. 
A short time before 12,jthe hour set 
for the ballot, a recess was taken by 
the House, and there was more earn­ 
est log-rolling done in those few min­ 
utes than, in any one day of the whole 
siege. 
Leaders • of the cnndidates 
were busy hurrying to and fro, show­ 
ing that both sides were expectant 
and neither certain. Well informed 
men on each aide were doubtful about 
the result. It was a brilliant oppor­ 
tunity for even bets, but the time was 
too short, the excitement too great, 
the realization of the actual situation 
too little understood by the outside 
public, and hence there is no report 
of a single wager being made. The 
crisis had come and all were concern­ 
ed as to the development. 
At last the clock struck twelve, and 
the doorkeeper of the House threw 
its doors wide open, through which 
was seen the Senate advancing in 
double file through the rotunda, her 
aided by the , announcement: “The 
Senate of Alabama.” The grave and 
reverend Senators, with faces eager 
and anxious, took their seats, while 
President Hargrove took a seat be­ 
side Speaker Clements. 
All was silence and expectation. 
In a moment Col. Hargrove rapped 
his gavel, and called the joint ses­ 
sion to order. The rolls of the two 
houses were called, and it was found 
that 129 of the 133 members were 
present.' The b.allot was ordered, 
but before the roll call was started 
Mr. 'Adams, of Bibb, and Mr. Screws, 
of Montgomery, arose for recoguition. 
Mr. .Screws was lucky in first catch- 
i'üg the presiding officer’s eye or ear, 
and was given the floor. In the elo­ 
quent and touching speech elsewhere 
given, he withdrew Gov. 
Watt’s 
name. Mr. Adams then in a few 
words withdrew Kolb’s, and then the 
fight was on. 
The Senate roll called revealed 20 
for Pugh and 11 for Seay, Messrs. 
Do^vney, of Perry, and Harris, of 
Lee, being absent. This was a boom 
for Pugh, since he had gotten only 14 
votes in the Senate at any time be­ 
fore on official or open ballot. 
Then came the tug of- war. ‘ The 
balance of Kolb’s vote was in the 
House, and as the House roll was 
called, every ear listened to discov­ 
er where Messr.s. Adams and the 
other Kolb men would go. 
Speaker Clements led off for Pugh, 
and President Adams sounded forth 
in trurnpet voice “Pugh.” 
Then as 
the roll was called, it was plain that 
most of the votes were being east for 
Pcgh. Before tho call was near 
through, it was plain that the Sena­ 
tor was re-elected. He got 69 votes 
in the Hou.se to Seay’s 28. The bat­ 
tle was over and victory had perched 
on the crest of- the man from Bar- 
hour. “The man of Destiny” from 
Hale had met his Wellington and 
his Waterloo. A great shout of ap­ 
plause went up, and the greatest Sen­ 
atorial contest in the State since the 
war was over.

The question in every mind here 
yesterday, and doubtless over the 
State, was ;how did the result come 
about 3 NVere there any combina­ 
tions, and if so, what were they and 
how did they work out?

caucus Wednesday night Pugh re­ 
ceived fifty-two votes, Kolb thirty- 
four, Seay twenty-four and Watts 
eleven. Mr. Pugh had previously on 
a secret ballot run up to flfty-four. 
A d analysis of that open ballot and 
yesterday’s roll call shows by com­ 
parison of names that ten out of 
Watts’ eleven supporters went to 
Pugh. These added to his previous 
strength of fifty-two or fi'fty-four 
practically nominated him without 
any of Kolb’s votes. In other words, 
Mr. Pugh’s nomination was icertain 
whenever Gov. Watts was out. This 
was always clear during the contest, 
and the final vote demonstrated it. 


But 
what of Kolb’s strength?. 
Where did it go? An analysis of 
names in the Kolb column oí the 
last caucus ballot with the vote went 
to Seay, while the other twenty-five 
went to Pugh. 
Kolb’s 
strength, 
therefore, did not go solidly to either 
Pugh or Seay. Pugh got about two- 
thirds, while Seay got one-third. 


But what of the Alliance vote? 
Where had it been and where did it 
go? An Alliance member of the 
House has given the Gossiper a roli 
of both Houses, with every man’s 
name checked. There are 11 in the 
Senate and 63 in the House, SO al­ 
together. 
Of these only-one-half 
ever voted for Kolb at any time. Tho 
other 40 were divided from the start 
among tho several candidates, ac­ 
cording to personal prefencea, and 
hence one-half the Alliance members 
in the Assembly never voted for 
Kolb, who had the support of the 
officers of the order, and was reputed 
to be its candidate. 


The above is an analysis of the fig­ 
ures and the names, and gives the 
bate facts of how the result was 
reached. But why was it reached? 
Why did Watts and Kolb boih re­ 
tire? 


Mr. Gilchrist, of Montgomery, was 
asked yesterday why.-"’Gov. Watts 
came down. He said: 
“His only hope of nomination was 
to get Kolb and Seay’s votes. We 
fought for this compromise days and 
days. I saw yesterday that it was 
getting time to act and accordingly I 
informed the Kolb and Seay men 
that W atts would no longer remain 
in the field unless their votes were 
concentrated on him; that if they 
did not do this, Gov; Watts was not 
going to allow his supporters to be 
used as a factor to complicate the sit­ 
uation and to help 
either one of 
them beat Mr. Pugh. 
They would 
not agree to come to Watts, and 
hence he directed that. his name be 
withdrawn. That is the whole rea­ 
son in a nutshell.” 


Many inquiries were made to as­ 
certain why Kolb also decided to 
follow suit and to withdraw aloug 
'with Watts. 
An Allianceman who 
attended all the Kolb caucuses gives 
this explanation: 
“Last night a meeting of all the 
Alliance members "obtainable was 
held at Hon. A. A. W iley's law of­ 
fice. It was for the purpose of con- 
hidering whether Kolb should be ta­ 
ken down, and if so, who should be 
put in his place. It resulted in quite 
a row. 
President Adams was in fa­ 
vor of trying to win with some other 
name 
The names of Coi. W iley and 
Col. Clements were both suggested. 
It was understood that Col. Wiley 
was willing to enter the race if fifty 
uames were pledged to his support, 
and to stick. Col. Clements was also 
reported to be willing if a good sup­ 
port could be given him. 
This 
movement to a dark horse was bit­ 
terly opposed by Mr. Davfs, of Fay­ 
ette, who had put Kolb in nomina­ 
tion In the caucus, and was still his 
devoted friend. 
Mr. Davis boldly 
criticized 
President Adams in 
a 
speech, calling him a new Czar or 
Csesar, w-ho seemed to think he was 
master of all the Alliance members, 
and that he carried them around in 
his pocket, to be delivered to whom 
he thought best. The resuit of all 
the discussion was that nothing was 
decided on, but an adjournment was 
taken until 2:30 to meet at Col. Wi­ 
ley’s office again today at half past 
2 o’clock. 
All this alarmed Kolb. 
Hu Bav>' that he was a'oout to be de­ 
posed as the candidate in favor of 
some new man. 
It convinced him 
that he must checkmate the raovo- 
ment by retiring before any on’e 
could be put in hisjilace. 
His next 
considerati.<n 
was 
to 
determine 
where he would throw his influeuée. 
He realized that t’ue Seay men had 
been trying to get his forces, to their 
man, while not never being in earn­ 
est about ever going to him, as shown 
by the fact that they had not done 
so when Seay’s vote had run down 
aw'ay under Kolb’s. He also re&liit:u 
that he would kill himself complete­ 
ly by working for Seay against Pugh 
from his own Founty, and that he 
wouid demean himself forever with 
his home people-by so doing, 
So 
wlitíh hte caiiiB' 
hb caucludsd to 


do all he could for Pugh. That is 
why he came down, and why he 
worked for Pugh. He didn’t enjoy 
seeing administrators going , to work 
on his estate, and he had too much 
selfish regard for his future to work 
against his county man and in favor 
of an East Alabama man." 


Most of the'Seay men were aston 
ished at the turn of events at the re­ 
sult of tho ballot. 
They, had all 
along expressed a great desire that 
the fight should narrow down to 
Seay and Pugh and were supremely 
confident of the issue of such a con­ 
test. 
They were even active and 
confident before the ballot began. 
They tried to get all the votes they 
could, and admit that they thought 
they had a fine showing for success. 
The Gossiper set to work to find the 
cause of this hope, and learned from 
several of them that they had the 
most solemn assurances that Seay 
would get twenty-eight votes from 
Kolb’s support- 
One Seay man was 
candid enough to answer why they 
expected these votes: 
“Our men would not. listen to. any 
propositions from Kolb. W e didn’t 
believe he could control his men, or 
that he could be 
depended on to 
transfer them, if he agreed.' We re­ 
garded President Adams as the pow­ 
er controlling Kolb’s votes, aud we 
had the most solemn assurances from 
him that Kolb’s men would never go 
to Pugh. W hy less than an hour be­ 
fore the ballot he said he would 
never vote for Pugh. 
Yet when tho 
roll was called, he yelled out “Pugh” 
very loud. 'Why all this was, I don’t 
know, but these are faots.” 
» 
* ♦ 
A well posted Pugh man was asked 
about President Adams’s vote. He 
said: 
“ We did not know five minutes be­ 
forehand that Mr. Adams would voté 
for Pugh. It was known that he had 
frequently declared he would never 
vole for Pugh, because Mr. Adams 
believed Mr. Pugh had done all he 
could for the National banks. Mu­ 
tual friends carried Mr. Adams to Mr. 
Pugh and introduced them to each 
other just before the ballot. 
Mr. 
Pugh told Mr. Adams what he had 
heard, and if that was the reason for 
the opposition he was. doing him an 
injustice. He stated to him his Na­ 
tional Bank record, os afterwards 
given ill his speech, and told him he 
was going to be nominated, and that 
if he voted against him on that 
ground with thatcofrection, welland 
good. Mr. Adams said nothing. He 
went into tho hall, and found most 
of Kolb’s followers were going to 
Pugh, and so he concluded to change 
and to vote with his iriends. Doubt­ 
less he did not want it to appear that 
he and they were at variance, and 
that they were not following his lead. 
So he jumped in front of his mutin­ 
ied regiment and took up their battle 
cry. That is the whole of it, I think.”

committe on ways and means to re­ 
port bills to .repeal any and all in- 
tírcases in the rates of tariff duties 
occasioned by th a t. enactment; and 
to place upon the free list wool, lum­ 
ber, salt, CO! 1, ores of aP kinds, dye- 
stuffs, tin plates, agricultural and 
m iüuíabCuriíig m ac'aiaery, b lad in g 


twine and materials out of which it 
is mannfactured, bagging, cotton ties 
aud such other a'riides of raw rnaie- 
rials as the committee may deem of 
like importance to manufacturers or 
the people; such bills, to provide 
carefully for carrying reductions oc­ 
casioned by putting such articles up­ 
on the free list into and through the 
various manufactures into such ma­ 
terials, may enter to the end that ul­ 
timately the consumers and not the 
manufacturers alone may get the 
benefit of such reductions. :

The resolutions further instruct the 
committee to report a bill to provide 
for raising all additional revenue 
that may be necessary for the require­ 
ments of the treasury by a graduated 
tax upon the incomes of all persons, 
corporations, trusts and associations 
in excess of ,$5,000. .. -

Senator Pugh in hia great speech 
accepting a re-election for;» third 
term, said: 
“The first thing the . Democratic 
Senators w ill encounter wilhho the 
infamous force bill. The bill was re­ 
ported from the Committee on P rivl-, 
leges and Elections, of which I have 
been a member for ten years.'W hen 
a majority of that committee report­ 
ed the bill, for tho minority of the 
committee I characterized the bill as 
revolutionary, as destructive of tUa 
right o f local self-government—the 
right of representative Government; 
that it wiped out the laws; of tho 
.States that bad been in operation 
'reguiatirig'congresBioual elections for 
a century; that it was centralizing in 
its character ; that it gave a monopo­ 
ly of power, the control of elections 
to one political party; that it prosti­ 
tuted the judiciary of the country-by 
subordinating it to partisan uses in 
etectidns. I told the Senate that the 
passage of that bill would be resisted-- 
by-every means known to parliamen­ 
tary law and 'the Constitution, and I 
tom them that the passage of that 
bilí would disturb the peace and good 
order of this * country, and result in.,, 
bloodshed, I made ho threats',-as I 
was charged with haying made by 
Senator Chandler-in 'ah article that 
he wrote in the Forum at New York; 
I made no threats as I said to Senator 
Hoar when charged by hi'ih that it 
was susceptible to - sueh cohstruction 
—he took back the charge. That bill, 
as you all understand, takes away 
frbm the States and-lhe States' offi­ 
cers the power of regulating elections 
for members of Congress. It.author- 
izes the Circuit Judges of the United 
States to hold Office for life—an ap­ 
pointee of a Eepublican President to 
appoint the Supervisors. These Fed­ 
eral eléctioh' officers hold their posi­ 
tion lor life, they are not removable 
except for canse— the cause to be tried 
by the judge -who appointed them. 
There is no power of xemo-val except 
in the Democratic President, should 
you elect one in 1891 if itbscom es a 
law. He'takes absolute control of the 
elections of members of Congress in 
every Democratic . precinct in the 
United States. It can be put in op- ' 
eration in the district by a petition o£ 
fifty, and in a State by the petiUon o£ 
100. The Democrats w iil ñeveF'üae 
it, if it is put in operation, in a Ee- 
publiea,n State or district for the plain 
reason that he would simply chango 
the control of an election from the 
Eepublican SUte officers to Eepabli- 
can Federal officers. So that the law 
w ill operate nowhere except in Dem­ 
ocratic districts and in Democratic 
States. These Federal office-holders, 
whose tenure lasts for life, take the 
ballot, keep the ballot, count the.bal- 
lot and certify the result and their 
certificate is made prima facie evi­ 
dence of the right of a person having 
such certificate to take his scat in the' 
House of Eepresentatives. That is 
tlielaw ; that is the blU which'isnow 
on the calendar in the Senate. I was 
appointed one of a committee of five 
to negotiate with the Eepublican 
members. Senator Harris, Senator 
Gray, Senator Blackburn, Senator 
Gorman and myself with the Chair- 
man appointed a committee to nego­ 
tiate with the Eepublicans, by which 
an arrangement could be seeured.'for 
the consideration of the McKinley 
tariff bill by a certain day, when the 
final vote was to be taken, and in con­ 
sideration of that they pledged us 
enough Eepublican Senators to pre­ 
vent the consideration and passage of- 
the foi ce bill at the last session. That 
was a great triumph for the Demo­ 
cratic Senators; it put that tariff bill 
before the country before- the last 
election, and contributed largely to 
the defeat of the Eepublican candi­ 
dates for Congress; • and i t . carried 
over upon the caleudaruntU the next 
session the force bill, with,the disad­ 
vantage of the defeat oi^theEepub- 
lioaus in the last election. But m y 
opinion is that it would not change 
the determination 0Í the Eepublicans 
to pass that bill at the next, session. - 
I have no doubt that it will be press­ 
ed for consideration and passage be­ 
fore the C’aristmas holidays. Our 
only hope is the rales of the Senate 
that give us the right to resist it, and 
the Constitution of the United Stetes 
which gives us the right of one-fifth 
of the Senators present to have the 
yeas and nays recorded upon any 
question. Now the m ies of. the Se­ 
nate cannot be amended except by a 
majority vote which takes as manv 
to change the rules as it does to pass 
the law. Six Eepublican Senators 
w ill aid the Democrats in keeping up 
the barriers, but if they over break 
over these rules, as was done in the 
last House of Representatives oyer 
the rules of the House in the passage 
of that bill, that bill w ill become a 
law. A day w ill be fixed by the Ee- 
publioau caucus for its consideration, 
a tiine lim it lor its debate, and on the 
given day the vote w ili be taken at 
the given hour, and when-that hour 
arrives the presiding chairman w ill 
say that this is the matter before the 
Senate.

ator, I beg to say to that body, 
through you, that I did not comply 
w ith the demand for the following 
reasons, among others; 
F irst—The Constitution and laws 
of the U nited States rests in the Leg­ 
islature alone the power and right to 
elect a U. B. Senator, and the duty 
thus- Imposed-’ devolves • upon each 
and every member thereof the re­ 
sponsibility of making a wise choice.

Forney because of his 
long service in Congress, his experi­ 
ence in ways of legislation, his ac- 
■ quaintance with leading public men 
of the whole country, his high posi­ 
tion on leading committees of the 
House and the influence 
that all 
these things gaye him. 
Precisely 
the same arguments were potently 
used in behalf of the re-election of 
i-Mp. pRgh. H ad I disregarded these 
argum ents and voted for a new and 
inexperienced man at this juncture, 
I could have been fitly characterized 
as one who advised the people to act 
one way in a given case and who 
acted diflerently in a precisely simi­ 
lar ease.: I honestly believed Sena­ 
tor Pugh, by reason of his long ser­ 
vice in Congress, to be tho best man 
for the place at this Ju n ctu re in the 
affairs of our country; and, while lie 
was not my personal preference, I 
voted for 
him, disregarding the 
claims of long and intim ate friend­ 
ship between another of the candi­ 
dates and myself—a friendship that 
has existed for a long term of years 
and that has been very dear to me. 
But, in m y position, bound to do the 
very best that m y judgm ent dictated 
for the State, I felt th at I had no 
more right to consult the promptings

W ednesday morning, December 3, 
was the first rain-fall in 77 days, the 
most protracted spell of dry weather 
in eleven years. 


Yesterday Governor Jones was In­ 
augurated. There was a very large 
attendance from ail parts of the State 
and a grand m ilitary display. His 
Inaugural address was a masterly 
one, finely delivered. He opposes a 
constitutional convention. 
W hat 
iufliionce this will have upon legis­ 
lation in this direction remains to 
be seen. 1 am stili dist>oson to vote 
for a con.stitutioual eoiivention. 
I 
do not believe we can reach a satis­ 
factory solutio'fr’of existing difficul­ 
ties by any system of patchwork of 
the present constitution. No action 
will likely be taken on tiiis irapor- 
iaiil matter before tho recess. 
Mr. Cooper and I have agreed to 
not attemiit any amendment of our 
present county road law until after 
recess, giving ourselves, meantime, 
opportunity to find out the wishes of 
the i)eople in this regard. The same 
conclusion has been reached respect­ 
ing the Anniston City Court bill.

may pass the House, but by agree­ 
ment it will be held up in the Sen­ 
ate until after recess. 
I want to say 
here that there has been very little 
diflerence of opinion touching local 
m atters between Mr. Cooper and I, 
and that little difterehce has been 
entirely friendly. Each is convinced 
that the other is sincerely desirous of 
doing the county the least harm and 
the most good possible. As he is not 
by me as I write I will take the op­ 
portunity to say th at he makes a 
good and fathful Eepresentative, al­ 
ways in his seat and watchful of the 
interest of his constituency;’ • 
By the new apportionment bill, 
Calhoun gets two 
Representatives 
and probably a Senator.* This latter 
is to try for before the committee to­ 
morrow night. There is great trou­ 
ble in adjusting the new senatorial 
districts and I shall not be greatly 
disappointed if we fail. 
We lack 
about ten thousand of the necessary 
population, but those we know we 
will have in the next two years and 
many more than this by the next 
census. 
I t is well enough to say again that 
private bills, such as relieving mi­ 
nors of dis'at’ilities of non-age, &o., 
require notice by publication 20 days 
before introduction, with affidavit of 
publisher. I have one such hill now 
which cannot be introduced for w ant 
of such notice. 
Parties who may 
have such bills to ask after recess 
had best'm ake necessary publication 
before the reassembling of the Leg­ 
islature. 
The session of the Grand Lodge 
has brought many Calhoun jieople to 
Montgomery and I was glad to meet 
many of them on inauguration day. 
They got on the capítol grounds early 
and secured good positions to take in 
the glittering show, and as I stood 
on the portico of the capítol and 
looked over the vast crowd, I saw no 
more intelligent faces and more m an­ 
ly men than those who hailed from 
old Calhoun. 
I was proud to ac­ 
knowledge them as fellow-citizens 
and said to some of the members of 
the Senate near me, “ there stand 
some ot the men viho sent me here; 
are they not constituents of whom 
one m ight be proud ?” 
I was proud too of the military 
companies of Anniston and Oxford 
and was glad to hear the numberless 
complimencs that were showered on 
the boys. They were unquestiona­ 
bly the handsomest young men on 
the ground and their drill was per­ 
fect. 
Then they conducted them ­ 
selves well and I was proud of that, 
too. Capis. Caldwell and Orr need 
never be afraid to march those boys 
out either beneath the battery of wo­ 
man’s bewitching eyes or in face of 
the deadly fury of the mob. 
In 
either event they will do full duty 
and win the admiration of all for 
gallantry. 
Very little legislation of general in­ 
terest has yet been had, though some 
such is on the way. The House to­ 
day has been working on the general 
appropriation bill, and has shown a 
disposition, to cut down rather than 
iucrea.se salaries. 
During the pro­ 
ceedings of the House today a breeze 
occurred over a resolution offered by 
Mr. Gilchrist, of Montgomery, who, 
I understand, is a farmer, to investi­ 
gate the accounts of Commissioner 
Kolb. 
He subsequently withdrew 
the resolution, stating that he had 
just learned that Mr. Kolb had asked 
the new Governor to order an inves­ 
tigation cl his books through the E x­ 
aminer of Public Accounts.

Adams tried to make some cheap po­ 
litical capital out of this but his ef­ 
fort failed, 
when Mr. Gilchrist 
showed that such .an examination 
iiad been made ot the accounts of the 
Stale University and the Insane .-Asy­ 
lum. He might have added lliat a 
committee bad already been appoint­ 
ed to investigate the books of the Au­ 
ditor aud State Treasurer, pursuant 
to the code.

OF TKB TRUST STOCKS. 


“ The tru st stocks—sugar, w hisky, 
lead and things of th a t kind—have 
produced m u p h ^ f th e trouble, in m y 
opinion; T he public lost m oney by 
them , “¡and consequenUy lost confi- 
dence"in everything in "Wall street. 
A nd the difficulty was not th a t these 
stocks did not have som e m erit, b u t 
th a t th e com panies w ere organized 
in the.w rong w ay. The sugar trust, 
for instance, had a perfectly safe and 
legitim ate business. 
Suppose th a t 
appralsors had fixed th e price of 
properties th a t were absorbed by it— 
m en "’olí* position whoso valuation 
■would have been at onco recognized 
as ju st. The result w ould have been 
vastly different. I.know of property 
th a t w as bought for a hundred or a 
tw o -thousands . and represented in 
th e capitalization, a» a m illion or 
m ere. F ortu n ately I have never had 
a n y in terest in any of these tru st 
'stocks. 


“ I received m y education la th a t 
line a good w hile ago. 
W hen I first 
cam e to H ow Y ork 'a m an told me 
very confidentially th a t he had dis­ 
covered a gold m ine in N ew H am p-, 
shire. 
W ell, I put $250 into the 
schem e, and a t th a t tim e th a t w as a 
great deal of m oney for me.’ I ex­ 
pected dividends right aw ay, b u t I 
am glad there could not he any as­ 
sessm ents. 
r have never since been 
able to find either the county or the 
tow n w here th a t m ine w as to be, but 
I have kept the certificate, on w hich 
there appears a pretty picture of the 
m iners a t w ork. I t has been a sort 
0Í beacon to me ever since. 
“B u t out of th e recent troubles, 
good railroad stocks w ill emerge 
w ith brig h ter prospects th a n they ev­ 
er had before. 
The effect of tlie 
steady silver inflation w ill soon be­ 
gin to be felt. People w ere so an x ­ 
ious to anticipate these efiects th a t 
th ey overreach them selves, but the 
results w ill come in the end. I h ard ­ 
ly know -vhat would be the e.lfect of 
a free coinage act, and I snppo—r 
there w ill he strong efforts in th a t 
direction 
in 
th e 
n e s t congress. 
There certainly is not gold enough 
in the world to go around and G er­ 
m any an d E n gland m ay be forced to 
th a t conclusion. 
“I t Is ioolish to talk about a large 
am ount of m oney being locked up 
by .W all street speculators. 
The 
locklng-up has been done, 
in m y 
opinion, by th e public, w ho were not 
sure th a t gold would not soon he at 
a prem ium and so concluded th a t a 
few gold certificates w ould be a good 
th in g to keep. T hat this is th e se­ 
cret is show n by frequent instances I 
have heard of recently of m en bring­ 
ing gold certificates into the street to 
exchange th em lor stocks. The buy­ 
ing of sm all lota by investors who 
took th e stocks aw ay w ith them h .as 
been very large in the aggregate. 
This cou itry is grow ing rich and 
able to take care of itself. In France 
the great sum s of m oney th a t are 
brought out from old stockiugs are 
am azing. 
The A m erican 
people 
seem to be adopting th e sam e habit, 
and the m ost of the stocks th a t liave 
been taken from th e street have been 
paid for out o( ju st such hoardings. 
The influence of this and other causes 
w ill m ake good railroad stocks mueli 
higher w hen m atters have entirely 
calm ed down. 
“ I do not know w hether there is 
danger of any further disturbances 
in London, but I should th in k there 
could be none th a t would affect us. 
Foreigners seem to have sold about 
all th e ir A m ericans, and anyth in g 
th a t th ey m ay have now will not af­ 
fect our m arket, even if it is forced 
to a sale.”
